Mrs. Kennedy was removed 
from the room in an effort to quiet 
her, but when she wus brought back 
a few minutes later she sobbed aloud, 
and finally eolla|*ved utterly. 1'niible 
to proceed with the trial, Judge Wof- 
ford oriiered an adjournment till 
Monday morning, ami the prisoner, 
moaning and crying aloud, wn* car- 
ried Ixxlily across the corridor to her 
cell. Thin was the first real sign of 
a breakdown the prisoner has dia- 
pluyed since the killing in January 
Innt, the cool attitude nnd apparently 
careless hearing she ha* shown hav- 
ing completely puzzled the officers 
who have had her in their care. 

Hertle l.ltchflrld's Tv.llsinsr- 
Miss Bertie IJtchfleld, a former 
schoolmate of Bert Prince, was on 1 
i the stand, resuming her testimony of 
I Friday, when she told of Prince lie- 
mg in the lliilge building at the time 
of the murder and of his ronversat ion 
with her at the time. The defense 
. hail objected to this conversation be- 
ing related, and Judge Wofford re- 
served hi* decision, announcing. Sat- 
urday Ixmning, that the state would 
b« permitted to give the testimony.

The theory of the state is that Bert 
Priix-e. together with hia brother Will 
and his father, C. W. Prince, all of 
whom are awaiting trial on a charge 
of complicity in the murder, hnd con- 
spired with Mrs. Kennedy to kill Ken- 
nedy-, nnd that the male members of 
the family were present in the build- 
ing watching the different entrancea 
to prevent hia escajie. 

He rt Said -Lata Hid It." 

Miss Litchfield testified to having 
seen Bert Prince on the floor alxwe 
Kennedy's office a moment after the

| Litchfield, "that I ha>l lieen down 
stairs; that someone hud ix-rn hurl 
Bert said 'Lulu did it; *he gave him 
wiiht was coming to him. He didn't 
treat her right, and alie fixed him.'" 

At this point Mra. Kennedy- gave 
way to a fit of crying and wus tuken 
from the room. Ilert Prince, who ia 
a traveling musician, has, since her 
incarceration, dune more apparently

The most 
earnest deslr* the farmers express ia 
to get "caught up" with their work. 

May has been unseasonably cold and 
wet. This has also assisted in making 
the crops late, as soggy grouud has 
ninde the fields difficult to work In. 

Considerable complaint Is beard of 
the scarcity of good farm mules. The 
demand for these animals for British 
army service in South Africa was so 
large last year as to leave the North 
ern Texas markets bare. The grade of 
first class mules that last year sold In 
Dallas ut 1150 per span, can not now 
be purchased at $200 per span. — Special 
to tit. laiuls Kc public.
